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Citizens and Council Approaching 
Consensus on Lake Park Plan 


New Census Data Reveal 
Typical Greenbeit Profiles

Are you a typical Greenbelter? Based upon demo¬ 
graphic data provided by Celia Wilson , Greenbeit Director 
of Planning and Urban Development , ivhich was obtained 
from the results of the 1990 federal census and other sourc¬ 
es , the foUoioing profile of a typical Greenbelter has been 
draivn . For this purpose, average and majority data are 
med to define typical In fact , few people are average—they 
arc either above it or belotv it—so the typical Greenbelter 
rtally isn't typical at all 

The typical Greenbelter in 1990 was a white female 
who was a few months under 30 years old. She was single 
(or at least not living with her spouse), but had been mar¬ 
ried at one time and lived with one or two other members 
of her family, most probably another adult, and a child. 
She lived in a 5-room rental apartment in Greenbeit center, 
and paid $685 a month. The apartment was between 20 and 
30 years old. The annual income for her household was

A general atmosphere of 
heading towards agreement 
pervaded the final public 
hearing on the production 
of the master plan for the 
“Buddy” Attick Lake Park. 
It was held on Monday, April 
6. City consultant Cleve 
Stover of Greenhome & O’- 
Mara (G&O) explained the 
park plan G&O had produc¬ 
ed. The concerns most often 
voiced were that the master 
plan, which will be a guide¬ 
line of what can be done in 
the park, include goals and 
clearly defined limits on such 
things as benches. Council 
told the city staff to prepare 
one document embracing 
these concerns and bring it 
to council in about 30 days. 

This plan is “just reorienting 
what is out there in a more 
logical fashion,” said Stover. In 
the plan major portions of the 
park would remain as they are, 
such as the wooded area between 
Crescent Road and the lake path, 
the open and wooded areas west 
of the lake, the wooded area 
south of the lake, and the lake 
path. 

Stover quickly ran through the 
changes the master plan sug¬ 
gested. The concession stand 
should be combined with rest¬ 
rooms and renovated to have a 
more rustic appearance. The 
amphitheater should be moved 
east to the edge of the woods 
so the view to the lake could 
be more apparent. The back¬ 
drop “shell” should be portable 
so that it is only in place when 
needed. 

Relocating the recycling cen¬ 
ter to behind the public works 
building is suggested so that 
the two would help buffer the 
park from the Beltway. A plant¬ 
ing of evergreen trees between 
the park and building would be 
a further buffer. 

It is suggested that the play¬ 
ground remain in its present 
spot No new picnic tables should 
be added, and existing ones 
should be placed around the 
edges of the open area near the 
entrance of the lake park and be 
consolidated into set areas. It is 
suggested that there be two paths 
in the form of two large loops 
in this area to allow people to 
use them to walk from the park¬ 
ing area to the lake shore. 

More parking placea are sug¬ 
gested, as are evergreen trees 
between the parking lot and 
Crescent Road to provide screen¬ 
ing, A formal entrance with a 
kiosk for information would also 
be near the parking lot. 

Shade and ornamental trees 
could be planted on the penin¬ 
sula and boulders placed at the 
water's edge to make that area 
“fun to use,” Stover said. Bould¬ 


ers could also be placed in the 
well-used spots along the south 
shore. 

Numerous suggestions were 
made in the master plan for 
dealing wjth spots that need 
maintenance, such as eroded 
areas, and suggestions for plant¬ 
ings and park maintenance. 

Goals for the Park 

Werner Neupert, of Lakeside 
Drive, thought a master plan was 
very close. But he wanted some 
things added to the plan: clear¬ 
ly spelled out guidelines, clear¬ 
ly spelled out who has respon¬ 
sibility for review, and a goal 
for the park. He said he thought 
the goal enunciated by the Lake¬ 
side Citizens Association in 
their plan for the park said it 
best: a park for rest and relax¬ 
ation. So he urged council to 
adopt report 91-6 by the coun¬ 
cil's Parks and Recreation Ad¬ 
visory board (PRiAB) as part 
of the master plan for the goals 
it sets forth. 

Willard Larkin, of Pinecrest 

Court, agreed that the PRAB 
report should be added. He em¬ 
phasized that there should be 
one single document for the 
master plan. 

Councilmembers spent the 
meeting listening to what the 
consultant and citizens had to 
say. Mayor Gil Weidenfeld and 
Mayor Pro Tern Thomas White 
agreed with Larkin's idea, so 
city staff was directed to work 
on the two documents to com¬ 
bine them as one. 

As policy recommendations 
PRAB suggested: the current 
level of development in the park 
never be exceeded; the level 
of use of the park never reach 
a level which hurts the park; 
there be a detailed maintenance 
policy, the plan and policies of 
the lake park be part of a city 
wide park plan, the natural en¬ 
vironment of the park should be 
improved and preserved; and de¬ 
velopment and activities on ad¬ 
jacent land be controlled to pre¬ 
vent impact on the park. 

Citizen Input 

Several citizens wondered why 
there could not be a number 
limit set on various things, such 
as benches, rather than the gen¬ 
eral guidelines. And several 
pointed out problems in the park 
such as dogs running loose, cy¬ 
clists riding too fast, and fights. 
In a detailed statement, Hugh 
Jascourt, of Maplewood Court, 
talked of the need to clean out 
the silt basins; pollution and 
sedimentation from outside the 
park affecting the park; and the 
removal of ice and snow from 
the path and the steps leading 
down to the path. He called the 
vista of the lake and the lake 
path the number one and two 
priorities. 

Julie Greer, of White Birch 
Court, was concerned that the 
needs of the handicapped be ad¬ 
dressed since she has seen some 


handicapped people having diffi¬ 
culty with the gravel path- 

Lola Skolnik, chair of PRAB, 
said priorities were needed for 
the park. She noted some of the 
items PRAB discussed were not 
in the master plan, such as relo¬ 
cation of the baskektball court, 
and an incomplete path between 
the amphitheater and the con¬ 
cession stand. 

Recycling committee member 
Deborah Henson expressed con¬ 
cern about the plan to move 
the recycling center. Another 
committee member, Don Comis, 
thought the center should be as 
visible as possible; easily acces¬ 
sible; no smaller than it cur¬ 
rently is; and recycling should 
be integrated into the trash 
gathering system of the park 
and that it was wasteful to move 
the center. 

At the end of the meeting 
council members commented 
briefly. We are “moving in the 
right direction,” said Weidenfeld. 
Council m e m b e r Antoinette 
Bram told city staff to listen 
to what people had to say. “We 
want to enhance the views and 
vision of the park,” she said. 


Craze cautioned council that 
the chances of the grant being 
approved are “not good” and 
that even if granted, there is 
no guarantee that it would be 
renewed in future years, leav¬ 
ing the city the choice of dis¬ 
banding the unit or funding it 
completely. 

Legislation 

Council introduced several or¬ 
dinances for first reading, with 
final action to be taken at the 
April 20 regular meeting. If ap¬ 
proved the ordinances would in¬ 
sure city officials and staff 
against lawsuits for actions tak¬ 
en in carrying out their official 
duties, increase city parking 
fees, allow booting of chronic 
scofflaws and increase the fees 
for road and residential drive¬ 
way permits. 

In a related action, council 
approved a staff summary of 
charges to be increased admin¬ 
istratively. These include in¬ 
creased fees for traffic and crime 
reports and a new fee for staff 
review of development propos¬ 
als. 

Council also introduced a reso¬ 
lution amending the city's me¬ 
morial guidelines to establish a 
hall of fame and memorial 


$41,121. 

Some Variations to Typical 

Although there vtere inore fe¬ 
males living in Greenbeit, there 
were almost as many males 
<48.2% of the population). Most 
persons over 15 were either mar¬ 
ried or previously married, but 
almost as many (43.%) had nev¬ 
er married.

grove, but, as recommended by 
the Community Relations Advis¬ 
ory Board (CRAB), not provid¬ 
ing for honoring living people. 

The members of CRAB were 
also appointed to the new Amer¬ 
icans with Disabilities Act Com¬ 
pliance Committee that will hear 
complaints by individuals who 
believe the city has discrimin¬ 
ated against them on the basis 
of a disability. 

Other Actions 

Council directed staff to “ag¬ 
gressively' pursue” installation 
of a batting cage for the Green- 
belt Little League at a cost 
not to exceed $2,000. The pitch¬ 
ing machine, previously given to 
the league by the city, will be 
placed on a concrete pad within 
a fenced enclosure adjacent to 
the Braden Field fence. Hobbs 
reminded council that funding 
this project would require cut¬ 
ting other planned expenditures 
or using reserve funds, as cur¬ 
rent estimates show that FY92 
expenditures will be just $200 
less than total revenues. 

Council also provided the pro¬ 
posed fee schedule for Wooden 
and Benson to serve as the city's 
auditor for FY92. The fee is 
unchanged from last year. 


While almost two-thirds of the 
residents lived in family house¬ 
holds (65-1%), slightly more 
than half of the city's 8,910 
occupied housing units were oc¬ 
cupied by nonfamily households. 
Nearly half of the occupied hous¬ 
ing units (46.5%) were owner 
occupied. The median value of 
these units was $96,811. Interest¬ 
ingly, the average household 
size of owner occupied units 
was somewhat less than it was 
for rental units (214 vs. 2.31), 
even though there were on the 
average 1.5 more rooms in own¬ 
er occupied homes. 

Differences Between Areas 

Although census data by 
blocks is not available , Wilson 
was able to break down some oi 
the census data by the three basic 
areas of the city—Greenbeit East 
(t,e., that area of the city east of 
the Baltimore-Washing ton Park - 
way). Greenbeit West or Spring- 
hill Lake (that area west of Ken¬ 
ilworth Ave.), and Greenbeit 
Center (between Kenilworth and 
the Parkway). The typical 
Greenbelters for these areas are 
somewhat different thayi for the 
city as a whole . 

Greenbeit East 

In 1990, the typical Greenbeit 
East resident was a little more 
apt to be a female than in the 
city as a whole and was 14 years 
older in age- A resident of 
Greenbeit East was a member of 
a family and lived in an owner 
occupied home instead of rent¬ 
ing. The typical East resident

City to Seek Drug Grant

At its March 30 regular meeting, the Greenbeit City 
Council gave the police department permission to apply for 
a $97,575 state drug enforcement grant to fund a two person 
drug enforcement unit. If approved, the city would have 
to contribute one-quarter of the total program cost of 
$130,000 with $32,525 in new funds, over and above those 
previously approved for the police budget. Under the terms 
of the grant, the officers must be used exclusively for drug 
enforcement. 
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And the Loser Is . 

Tomorrow, Friday, April 17, is the deadline for entries 
in the city’s contest to propose a new name for Schrom Hills 
Park. The present name was given the park before the 
area around it was annexed by the city and before the city 
acquired the land for the park. It is therefore appropriate 
for the city council to reconsider what this new park should 
be named. 

Nevertheless, we are concerned about the process being 
used for this naming. 

In the first place, we are far from convinced that the 
park’s name should be changed at all. However, if this 
point is conceded, we do not believe that the contest pro¬ 
cedure used, if it follows the procedure for naming the 
indoor pool offers enough opportunity for public review and 
comment. That brings us to our second point. 

We were less than enthusiastic about the results of the 
last contest to name a city facility. While the Greenbelt 
Aquatic and Fitness Center is an accurate name for the 
faoility (or at least will be once the old bathhouse is reno- 
ovated as an exercise facility), the name seems to us ex¬ 
cessively long and undistinguished. We further note that 
the name was decided by the council without public notice 
or input. 

If We Had a Vote . . . 

This beautiful new park is an important city facility 
and a significant part of the Greenbelt East community. 
The community should not lose the opportunity to help 
name it. A decision about its name should be carefully 
considered, not rendered as a surprise announcement. 

ft is important to us that Greenbelt preserve its 
history. Although only in recent years has the southern 
part of Greenbelt East, including the park, been within the 
city limits, the area has been part of our larger community 
since the beginning. 

When the federal government purchased the land to 
build Greenbelt in the early 1930s, much of this area was 
comprised of family farms, one of which was owned by the 
Schroms. Although targeted for purchase by the govern¬ 
ment to become a part of Greenbelt, the farm was never 
acquired. 

Earlier a “fight-crazy farm boy/* Frederick (“Fritz”) 
Schrom, built an airport on his family’s land. Hanover 
Parkway runs along a part of the old runway. 

Fritz Schrom operated Schrom Airport from 1928 to 
1942, when it was closed by the federal government, and 
again after the war until part of the land was acquired for 
the Haitimore-Washington Parkway, In its heyday it was 
used as a training field for young pilots, many of them 
University of Maryland students. More than 120 pilots, 
mechanics and instructors were trained annually and more 
than 50 planes were parked there. Young Greenbelt boys 
and girls hung out at the airport, some with eager anticipa¬ 
tion of flying themselves, others eyeing the dashing young 
pilots. 

Today the family farm and the historic airport have 
been replaced by a shopping center, office complexes, town 
houses, ribbons of concrete — and the park. 

As we cherish our beginnings as a planned community 
and our civic activism that dates back to 1937. should we 
not also recognize and nonor the farming community that 
existed before Greenbelt? Retaining the Schrom Hills 
Park name would be one way to preserve that past and to 
remind future generations of a family and a long ago era 
when flight was akin to romance in the sky.

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For an Easement Clarification 


At last year's GHI annual 
meeting, a motion to grant a 
Conservation Easement on 82.5 
wooded acres within the commun¬ 
ity was tabled. The Board ap¬ 
pointed an ad-hoc committee to 
study this proposal and other 
issues related to woodland man¬ 
agement. The unanimous com¬ 
mittee recommendation to the 
Board includes granting a Con¬ 
servation Easement at the ear¬ 
liest possible date- 

The proposed easement would 
prohibit development of these 
woodlands and would prohibit 
the use of these woodlands for 
commercial purposes. Some 
members of the GHI community 
and Board have expressed con¬ 
cern that the proposed Conser¬ 
vation Easement on CHI's wood¬ 
lands would give control of this 
land to outsiders (i.e., non-mem¬ 
bers). Nothing could be further 
from the truth. 

The rights to development 
would not be transferred to 
someone else, but rather these 
rights would be extinguished. 
The easement holder for in¬ 
stance the Maryland Environ¬ 
mental Trust) would not own the 
right to develop these woodlands; 
they would simply be granted the 
right to inspect the woodlands 
to insure that development was 
not taking place. 

The Woodlands Committee rec¬ 
ommendations to the GHI Board 
include both the granting of a 
Conservation Easement and the 
adoption of a Forest Manage¬ 
ment Plan. The management plan 
would govern all annual work 
plans, which might include ev¬ 
erything from removal of lawn 
debris dumped by members to 
gypsy moth control to e cut¬ 
ting. The plan would be *!exible 
and changeable; this is appro¬ 
priate since the science of for¬ 
estry and forest management is 
currently rapidly evolving and 
the subject of great derm even 
among professionals m the field. 

The management of m* forest 
will remain the responsih ty of 
GHI under the proposed ease¬ 
ment Every GHI member who 
votes on the easemen^ the 
annual meeting should under¬ 
stand that we would give 
away control of the GHI wood¬ 
lands We would only extinguish 
the right to develop them

31.8 years, more than two years 
older. Almost three out of every 
four residents over 65 lived in 
Greenbelt Center, although over¬ 
all, persons in that age group 
comprised only 7-2% of the city's 
population. As with Greenbelt 
East, the typical resident lived 
in an owner occupied home with 
one or more other members of 
her family. In Greenbelt Center, 
the chances are slightly better 
that the family would have three 
members, compared to an aver¬ 
age family size of 2,3. 

The value of the typical per¬ 
son's home, $87,132 on the aver¬ 
age, was much less than in 
Greenbelt East and below aver¬ 
age for the city as a whole. The 
median rent of $598 for resi¬ 
dents of Greenbelt Center who 
were renters also was lower than 
for other areas of the city. This 
is not surprising considering that 
Greenbelt's oldest housing is 
located in this part of town, 

Greenbelt West 

This section of the city dif¬ 
fers considerably from the other 
sections, primarily because the 
area's housing consists only of 
one huge apartment complex, 
Springhill Lake. There are no 
owner occupied homes here. 

The typical resident is a white 
male 24.6 years old. However* 
males are in the majority by 
only a small percent, 51.4%. In 
Greenbelt West, a resident is 
more apt to be of a minority 
race than in other sections of 
the city. While 53% of the resi¬ 
dents were white, 34% of the 
residents were black and 10% 
were oriental. Nearly one out 
of every three residents in 
Springhill Lake were between 
the ages of 20 and 25, a figure 
which reflects the large number 
of students who live there. The 
typical resident lived in a non¬ 
family household with one other 
person. The average size of 
households here is 2.17, The ty¬ 
pical resident paid a monthly 
rent of $694, slightly higher 
than the city average. 

Differences by Race 

While detailed information on 
the basis of race is still not 
available, some differences have 
been noted, based on available 
data. The widest divergence be¬ 
tween race appears to be in 
Springhill Lake, White residents 
were most apt to be males be¬ 
tween age 20 and 25. 

Throughout the city, blacks 
owned homes of slightly greater 
value than whites and paid some¬ 
what higher rents, $721 vs. $674, 
although in Springhill Lake, 
blacks paid rents that on the 
average were a little lower than 
for whites. Of the 6,668 white 
households in the city, 53% were 
owner occupied. Of the 1,563 
black households, only 20% were 
owner occupied. 

Overall, the minority popula¬ 
tion by race (people of Hispanic 
origin can be of many different 
races) was 20.8% of the Green- 
belt population with blacks be¬ 
ing 19.4% and Asians 9.0%. 

The minority population was 
the highest percentage of total 
population in Greenbelt West, 
46.9%, and the smallest ln 
Greenbelt Center, 10,6%. Green¬ 
belt East, with a total minority 
population of 31%, had the larg¬ 
est concentration of Asians at 
15.2% of the total population. 
(For the city as a whole, Asians 
comprised 9.0% of the popula¬ 
tion and persons of Hispanic 
origin 8.8%.
